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DAVID LLOYD GEORGE WAGES GAME 
FIGHT 


David Lloyd George is using masterly tac- 
ties to regain the leadership of the British 
government and to overthrow the Conserva- 
tives. The former Premier is not tying him- 
self to any one party. He is, in effect, cre- 
ating a party of his own—a Menter, or 
Moderate party. He has two strong sup- 
porters in Austen Chamberlain and Lord 
Birkenhead. He ig urging his supporters to 
elect to Parliament ‘‘a strong body of inde- 
pendent men, who are prepared to face any 
party and every party in order to insist that 
the government of the day shall pursue a 
safe course.”’ 

Mr. Lloyd George himself will be réturned 
to Parliament automatically. He plans to 
gather about him an ‘aggressive following of 
members to take advantage of évery vulner- 
able point the Conservatives: may develop 
in conducting the govertimment. In this way 
the doughty Welshman ¢hopes eventually to 
break the ConserfatiVe power and to go back 
into governmental leadership at the head of 
a strong, virile new Center’ party. The out- 
come of the Parliamentary elections in Brit:
